G.S.R. 450(E). —The following draft of rules further to amend the Prevention of 
Food Adulteration Rules, 1955, which the Central Government proposes to make, in 
exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of section 23 of the Prevention of 
Food Adulteration Act, 1954 (37 of 1954), and after consultation with the Central Com¬ 
mittee for Food Standards is hereby published, as required by sub-section (1) of section 
23 of the said Act, for the information of all persons likely to be affected thereby; and 
notice is hereby given that the said draft rules will be taken into consideration after the 
expiry of forty-five days from the date on which the copies of this notification are made 
available to the public. 

2. Any objections or suggestions which may be received from any person with respect 
to the said draft rules before the expiry of the period so specified, will be considered by 
the Central Government.

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A. 26.09.— Colour preparation and colour mixture : 

Colour preparation: —-Colour preparation means a preparation containing on c or more of 
the permitted coal-tar food colours alongwith diluents and/or filler material and meant to 
be used for imparting colours to foods. 

Colour mixture: —The ‘colour mixture’ means a mixture of two or more permitted 
coal-tar food colours without diluents and filled material and meant 1r be used for im¬ 
parting colours to foods. 

Permitted coal-tar food colours used in preparation or in mixture shall conform to 
relevant prescribed specifications. 

Tihc colour preparation shall be either in the form of liquid or powder. The liquid 
preparation shall be reasonably free from sediments. The powder preparation shall be 
reasonably free from lumps and any visible extraneous or foreign matter. 

Colour preparation or mixture may contain preservatives and stabilisers permitted 
under those rules. 

Only the following diluents or filler materials shall be permitted to be used in colour 
preparation. 

(a) Potable water. 

(b) Edible common salt. 

(c) Sugar. 

(d) Dextrose monohydrate, 

(e) Liquid Glucose. 

(f) Sodium sulphate. 

(g) Tartaric Acid. 

(h) Glycerine. 

(1) Propylene glycol, food grade. 

(j) Acetic acid, dilute. 

(k) Soroltol, food grade. 

(l) Citric acid. 

The total coal-tar dye content per cent by mass (m/m) in colour preparation or in 
mixture shall be declared on the label of the container. In powder preparation, the 
declared value shall be on moisture free basis and in case of liquid preparation on “as is 
basis” and the total dye content shall be with 15 per cent of the declared value. Colour 
preparation and colour mixture shall also comply with the following requirements, namely: 

(1) Water insoluble matter, per cent by mass, not more than 1.0 

(ii) Arsenic as (As) parts per million, not more than 3 

(iii) Lead as (Pb) parts per million, not more than 10 

Note. —All requirements shall be on dry basis.”.
